Like a giant hospital dism is­ 
sing its most desperately ill pa­ 
tients.

This description of the n a ­ 
tion s schools was d raw n by Dr. 
Ernest O. Welby, distinguished 
professor of education at Michi­ 
gan S tate U niversity.

Melby, form er dean of 
education at New York U niver­ 
sity and past president of two 
universities, told 
the 
m eeting 
that “w e are indeed a nation of 
sleep w alk ers” if we propose to 
“build a viable free society by 
educating 
the 
college 
bound 
population and in the process 
accum ulating 
a 
h u m an 
scrap 
heap of dropouts, social muslits 
and youth who feel u n w an ted .” 
“The school dro p o u t.” he con­ 
tinued, "could be the salvation | 
of A m erican education. 
“ For it is here in relation to 
the education of the culturally 
deprived that education is test­ 
ed. and the test has not been 
passed.” 
The Greatest Need 
In 
contrasting 
the 
m edical 
and educational professions, he 


described as “un th in k ab le” the 
suggestion that hospitals send 
a patient hom e because “he is 
too sick and lit' will not do 
w hat we tell him to do,” 
“Y et,” he added, "this is e x ­ 
actly w hat we do in education. 
The less effective a pupil is in 
m anaging his school w ork the 
more he needs us. W hen 
he 
learns 
he 
cannot 
learn, 
hr 
needs us most of all, but this 
is w hen he drops out, and gene­ 
rally speaking we feel a relief ” 
Dr Melby noted that “histori­ 
cally. schools have met 
their 
problem s by getting rid of them, 
not by solving them " 
He said that this nation today 
is confronted by: 
— “ L iterally m illions” of dis­ 
advantaged persons collecting in 
m etropolitan slums, their needs 
m et “so poorly that they drop 
out of school in large p ropor­ 
tions.”
